According to the bosses pro­ 
gramme the lockout will lie declared 
at noon to-morrow by the brewers in 
“ pool.’' The “pool” employers say 
that within thirty-six hours after the 
lock-out they will be able to resume 
work with a new force of employees. 
This the men admit,but they threaten 
to square matterB by boycotting the 
“pool” beer. 
The Central Labor Union to-day 
declared a boycott on all “ pool beer. " 
THE sn O B f LINE. 
Proposed R oute of the Leaven­ 
w orth and Denver. 
C h ic a g o, April 15.—The Timen of 
to-morrow will say: It is announced 
upon very good authority that the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Company is behind the propoeed 
Leavenworth and Denver Short Line, 
which is just now exciting a great 
deal of interest among the business 
men of Denver and points along the 
proposed line. It is known that the 
St. Paul has purchased 1,950 acres of 
water front at Oakland and that it 
has quietly secured the right of 
way for a distance of 850 miles from 
Oakland through Stockton and Lath- 
rop. Tne direction of the route se­ 
lected is eastward from the i’acitie 
coast to Salt I^keCity, and as the ex­ 
pressed intention of the people hav­ 
ing in charge the Leaven Wurth and 
Denvor Short Line, ia to construct a 
line from the former point to Denver, 
thence westward through the moun­ 
tains to Balt Lake City. It is very 
easy to believe that tuo St. Paul is 
interested in the new enterprise. 
It has been an open secret among 
railroad men for several years that 
the Chieago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
is auxious to reach the the Pacific 
Coast, and it is only a question of 
time until this company will operate 
a line of its own from the Missouri 
river to San Francisco. The company 
has an independent line to Kansas 
City and is anxious for western and 
southwestern branches. It would be 
an oasy matter to extend this 
lino to Leavenworth aud thence west­ 
ward to Denver. The statement is 
made that the Denver people propose 
to tunnel the mountains and push the 
new line on to Salt Lake. When 
these disjointed facts are put together 
it round? out a colossal but entirely 
feasible scheme, behind which looms 
up the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railroad Company. In striking 
for the Pacific coast the Burlington, 
Santa Fe, Missouri Pacific and Union 
Pacific have found it essential to 
build to Denver. The Rock Island 
is on the way,and there is everything 
to indicate that the St. Paul is making 
a formidable preparation for the west­ 
ward march, and that the proposed 
Bhort line from Leavenworth to Den­ 
ver is the line of its advance.

High-tariff men claim that protec­ 
tion makes higher wages for labor. On 
this point the real effect is well ex­ 
plained by a lumber dealer. Mr 
Blanchard, of Chicago, who Baia: “J 
am high-tariff on lumber, but low- 
tariff on wool, iron, glass, cotton, 
leather, etc. I will tell you why. Í 
own timber lands and stumpage; be­ 
sides, I operate largely myself, aud 
this tariff puts money in my pocket. 
I get $2 per 1000 more for my sturap- 
nge,and $2 per 1000 more for my boards. 
I have just sold 5,000,000 feet of lum­ 
ber. Now, $2 a thousand on 5,000,000 
ia just $10,000. That is the difference 
to me between high-tariff and free lum­ 
ber. I am high-tariff on lumber, I 
am. This blessed tariff, they tell us, 
is all for the benefit of the American 
laborer. What do you suppose i did 
with the $10,000? Divide it among 
my workmen ? Not a bit of it. I put 
it right in this calf-skin wallet. Of all 
my workmen I am the only protected 
American laborer. Wages depend on 
supply and demand, my friends, and 
not on taxes. When* you see two 
men after one boss, wages are low; 
but when you see two bosses after one 
man, wages are high; and that is the. 
whole of it—the theory, principle and 
practice.”—[Exchange.

P a r is, April 15.—Premier Floquet 
presided at the annual meeting of the 
Commercial Union in Trocader.

Republican France 
needed neither a protector in time of 
peace nor a dictator in time of war, 
if the necessity of defending her

Fire-Proof Scenery. 
Wire gauze is woven so fine that 
scenes can be painted on it and still 
be as flexible as linen. The difficulty 
heretofore has been that it í b porous, 
that the paint passed through the 
meshes and only adhered in patches. 
Ernst Tepper, a Berlin painter, has 
succeeded in making a paate or com­ 
position which adheres quite tena­ 
ciously to the wires, stops up the 
pores, neither cracks nor peels off, and 
forms a flexible grounding upon which 
the painting can be carried out. It 
has thus been made possible to em­ 
ploy this wire gauze for stage scenery, 
and in a very few weeks the first 
practical trials of it on a large scale 
will be made at the Court Theater, 
Munich.—[Chicago News.

LOST IN THE DOME. 
A S!ffht-$ec!ug ltrtde Locked In 
an Iron-Uoorcd Passage. 
Not a half-dozen people among the 
thousands who daily pass from the 
Senate wing of the Capitol through 
the corridor past the Supreme Court­ 
room and around the well to the great 
rotunda have any idea that above 
them in the little rouud tops that 
crowd the wells and corridor ce. lings is 
a ¡curious maze of dark, winding, 
gloomy passages and irregular cham­ 
bers that fairly rival the classical laby­ 
rinth of mythology. The great demand 
for space in which to store the im­ 
mense quantities of Government pub­ 
lications annually issued has finally 
encroached upon these dimly lighted 
recesses, and to-day a stranger would 
quickly lose himself iu these veritable 
catacombs piled high with dusty vol­ 
umes that were old when the war of 
the rebellion was the sensation of the 
day. People who have climbed the 
winding, zigzag stairway to the tliolus 
of the dome on which stands the 
Goddess of Liberty, quickly lose the 
points of the compass, and woujd 
never imagine that nt any point in 
the ascent they pass near these 
miniature labyrinthine chambers. 
a forgotten passa ge. 
In moving a stock of time-stained 
documents filling one of these round 
tops yesterday the laborers discloeed 
a door that for ten years has never 
swung upon its rusty hinges. 
It is a 
heavy iron affair aud guards the pas­ 
sage-way with a spring lock anda 
stout iron bar. Years ugo it opened 
upon an upper landing of the stair­ 
way to the dome, but for the past de­ 
cade veteran Architect Clarke says it 
has never stirred so much as to shake 
off the cobwebs with which it is now 
I 


festooned. 
The discovery of this forgotton exit 
served to remind an old guide, who 
has piloted sight-seers about the Capi­ 
tol iff a quarter of a oeotury, oi an 


incident which recalls vividly the 
romance of Lady Ginevra, the mis­ 
tletoe bough and the great oaken 
chest. Beforo the invention of the 
electric light the great circlen of 
burners about the galleries of the 
dome and the clusters about the 
Senate and House skylights were ig­ 
nited by an electric current that 
flashed through a series of wires 
leading from an enormous battery. 
The battery was located in the round 
top above the well and lined its cylin­ 
drical walls with great generating jars. 
a diu d e’s adv entu re. 
One wintry afternoon, but a few 
minutes before the hour set for the 
closing of the dome stairway, this 
guide began the long ascent, piloting 
one of the numberless bridal couples 
that every season make Washington a 
Mecca. Tne young man was an 
enthusiastic sight-seer, and as the 
guide pointed out the interesting 
features of the ascent he suffered his 
bride’s hand to slip from his arm and 
pressed on several paces ahead, until 
a sudden turn in the stairs hid him 
from her view. Piqued at his deser­ 
tion of her, she toiled up the stairs 
alone until her eye fell upon a door 
r.tanding ajar at the head of a short 
flight of steps leading off to the right. 
In a spirit of mischief she ran up 
these steps, pushed open the door and 
entered the electrical laboratory, re­ 
solved to hide from her husband. 
Hardly a ray of light penetrated the 
gloom of the chamber, but for a mo­ 
ment curiosityl overcame her, until 
w:th a bang a strong draught swung 
the heavy iron door Bhut with a loud 
click of the spring lock. For a moment 
she was dazed, and then realizing that 
she was shut in, sprang to the door 
and endeavored to oj>en it, beating 
upon its hard surface with her little 
hands and crying loudly for help.

Many minutes that, seemed to her 
hours she tugged at the heavy fasten­ 
ings of the door and called vainly to 
her husband for assistance. “ Help 
me, Albert, help me 1” she cried, but 
her voice hardly penetrated the stout 
door, and echoed mournfully in the 
vaulted recess above her. She 
pressed her ear against the cold iron 
of the great lock, and her heart al­ 
most stopped its beating as she lis­ 
tened intently for approaching foot­ 
steps. Once or twice she heard foot­ 
falls echoing down the iron stairway, 
but though she cried aloud for hel p 
they passed on and were lost in the 
depth below. Then she sprang up 
and ran aimlessly about the chamber.

The echo of his 
voice alone responded, and, crazed 
with fear, he rushed up and down 
the stairway shouting wildly for help 
to find his lost wife.

The guide endeavored to calm him, 
but, breaking away from him, he ran 
down the stairs to a sudden turn in 
the flight, lost his balance and fell 
over the rail, a distance of thirty feet, 
to the roof below. The guide climbed 
quickly down after him, and found 
him s unned by the fall. Summoning 
assistance, he bore the insensible man 
to a carriage and drove him to his ho­ 
tel, where he lay unconscious for 
hours. 
Believing that the injured man's 
wife must have found her way out of 
the building, the search for her was 
ubandoned. At about 9 o’clock that 
night the electrician of the Capitol 
had occasion to virit the laboratory. 
Fitting the key to the door he pushed 
it open and was astoniphed to find a 
woman lying on the floor apparently 
dead. Raising her carefully, he bore 
her to tire office of the captain of the 
Watch, where she was speedily resus- 
itated. t hough Buffering greatly from 
the shock of her fright, her sole anx­ 
iety wa« for her husband, and enter­ 
ing a carrjago she was rapidly driven 
to the hotel, just in time to fall into 
his arms as he recovered conscious­ 
ness — [Washington Corresooudence 
Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 


CONKLING’S CHANCES. 
Contradictory Reports of 
His Condition. 


PROBABLY WILL PASS AWAT. 


His Friends Think There ia L lttl. 
Hope of Recovery—The 
Doctora Confident.

N ew Y o rk, April 15.—Last night 
was a bad one for Ex-Senator Conk- 
ling. He slept little and was affected 
by a bad cough that disturbed him 
every few minutes. He is mnch \ 
trated by it, and this morning 
weak and nervous. It has been found 
necessary to engage an assistant narro 
for him. 
Mrs. Conkling, who has 
been almost constantly at her hro- 
band’s bedside, retired this morning. 
Mrs. Oakman,the Senator’s daughter, 
remained in her father’s room all 
night and is still with him. Dr. Bro­ 
ker said this morning that there were 
no symptoms for the worse in the pa­ 
tient’s condition except a little bron­ 
chitis developed dnnng the night. 
Mr. Conkling’s pulse was 90 and his 
temperature 98>£. There still remains 
some twitching of the muscles. He 
has not slept well. There are no 
signs of improvement. The patient 
has taken considerable nourishment, 
about 26 ounces of kuymiss and milk. 
As the day wore on Conkling’s ner­ 
vousness and twitching of musctai 
became more pronounced. A state off 
partial comatose was the next devel­ 
opment, and then he lost power to 
resist the doctors’ efforts to feed him 
and dress his wounds. Shortly after 
7:30 he sank into a sleep which wan 
more a 
STATE OF STUPOR 
Than sleep. Not for a single moment 
was he rational this afternoon and his 
mind was filled with recollections of 
the great lawsuits aud the political 
campaigns in which he had been n 
leading figure. From 3 o’clock to 8 
many callers left their cards, but no 
word came from the sick room other 
than that Mr. Conkling was still sleep­ 
ing and u neon scious. A bout 8 o’clock 
Dr. Barker entered the house, and n 
few minutes later two burly porters 
from the Hoffman House ran up the 
stairs and were ushered into Mr, 
Conkling’s residence. This incident 
caused some excitement among the 
watchers, who inferred that Mr. 
Conkliug had become uncontrollable 
and that the men had been summoned 
to hold him. Dr. Barker remained 
half an hour and when he emerged 
he said to the reporters: Mr. Conk- 
ling is no worse, but a shade better 
than at this time last night. He lu* 
not been in a state of coma, or even 
stupor, as wa9 reported. Early thla 
evening he expressed a desire for ft 
mint julep, and he seemed to enjoy it 
immensely. I merely called the — 
ters in to hold Mr. Conkling * 
should he be violent daring the l 
although there are no positive indi 
tions now that he will become excited, 
ms c h a n c e s diminishing. 
The opinion of the friends of Mr. 
Conkliug and physicians continue to 
differ. Dr. Barker called at 8:15 r. 
m. He said Mr. Conkling has lost 
nothing, and there was no change in 
his pulse or temperature since his last 
visit. Notwithstanding this hopeful 
view, the following telegram wan 
sent to-day: “Hon. J. P. Jones, Uti­ 
ca, N. Y .: Much weaker; chances di­ 
minishing ; very little hopes. S. h , 
M. Barlow.”

A M ethodical Life. 
A Boston merchant who lived and 
died on Summer street was a curious 
instance of one who was an invalid 
from childhood, always extremely 
hypochondriacal, who never imagined 
himself ill when he was not, nor ex­ 
aggerated his actual illness, nor feared, 
unduly, sickness or pain or death 
itself. But it was the business of his 
life to take care of his health, and he 
devoted himself to this work with a 
wonderful assiduity. He rode just so 
far each day, when the weather was 
fair, and at such an hour. He pos­ 
sessed a great variety of clothing, 
which he regulated with precision by 
the thermometer, sometimes changing 
his dress many times iu a day, and 
selected for his overclothes when he 
rode out the very garment which the 
mercury indicated. He had a weather­ 
cock put upon his stable within fair 
view from his bedroom and sitting- 
room, and that and his thermometer, 
and all possible or impossible signs 
of the weather, he wus watching con­ 
stantly, and found in these occupa­ 
tions a very agreeable way of employ­ 
ing all his day and all his days. How- 
far his long life is to be attributed to 
this excessive care it is impossible to 
tell; but he outlived every brother 
and sister, every brother’s wife, every 
sister’s husband, and his own wife, 
and died in 1837 at the age of 81.—

Neither is there the slight­ 
est reason to believe that he did not 
take good care—nay, on the contrary, 
that he was not at especial pains to 
insure—that the world should be in­ 
formed of everything lie had written 
which he deemed worthy to be pre­ 
served. 
Two years before Babon 
made his will the first or 1623 folio of 
Shukespeare’s plays was published, 
with the following title page: “Mr. 
William Shakespeare's ComediqiL 
Histories and Tragedies. Published 
accordinging to the True Original 
Copie?. London: Printed by Isaac 
Jaggard and Ed.Blount. 1623.” Itwro 
a portly volume of nearly one thousand 
'pages, and must have taken many 
months, probably the best part of • 
year, to set up in types and gat 
printed off. The printing of similar 
folios in those days was marked by 
anything but exemplary accuracy. 
But this volume abounds to snch ex­ 
cess iu typographical flaws of evety 
kind that the only conclusion in re­ 
gard to it which can be drawn is that 
the printing was not superintended 
by anv one competent to discharge 
the duty of the printing-hooro 
“reader” of the present day, but wM 
suffered to appear with “all the im­ 
perfections on its head” which dis­ 
tinguish “proof sheets” as they issue 
from the hands of careless or illiterate 
compositors. Most clearly, the proof 
sheets had never been read by any 
man t*f literary skill, still less by any 
man capable of roctifyirfg a blundered 
text. In ihis respect the book offeie 
a marked contrast to the text of 
Bacon’s works, printed in his own 
time, which were revised and ro- 
revired until they were brought up to 
a finished perfection.—[Blackwood’s

T u za* a n d C a lifo rn ia . 
The Dallas, Texas, Newt of March 
29th has this to say: 
Mr. Cabell Hairston of Walnut 
Cove, North Carolina, a nephew of 
Gen. W. L. Cabell, arrived in Dallas 
yesterday, homeward bound from 
California. He fays: “I examined 
carefully the country that I went over, 
and got all the information that I 
couldabout it. When I got to Cali­ 
fornia I fouüd a pretty country but 
the climate did not suit me. The 
wind off the cold pnow makes it t o 
cold in the shade, while it is too hot 
in the sun. It is like warming at a 
campfire in cold weather—oue side 
freezes, the other broils, and it is as 
hard to find the dividing line betw- eu 
hot and cold as between sen-e aud 
instinct. This is true of the entire 
valley between Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino. I talked to a great many 
people going in there, and all of them 
seemed to think that the country was 
pretty, but that everything was over 
done. All the people whom I saw in­ 
vesting in real estate were buying on 
margins—that is, they paid so much 
money down and ran the risk of get­ 
ting it back. I tound a great many 
giving up their purchases and forfeit­ 
ing what they had paid on them. In 
fact, some of them were leaving the 
country with as much dispatch as 
possible. 
“Each of the real estate men has 
in view some successful speculator to 
whom he refers the stranger for infor­ 
mation about tho country. Outside 
of these speculators I found people 
who, as a rule, did not realize their 
hopes of success. In the matter of 
real estate, the best land 1 have seen 
in my travels is in Dallas county. It 
is better than any in California—bet­ 
tor than the land there that is selling 
for $1,500 an acre. 
“ From what I saw I was satisfied 
that the whole excitement is entirely 
due. to advertising in the newspapers 
and by means of pamphlets. The 
land men publish through their local 
press statistics and possibilities of 
their district, and they flood the 
country with these papers. The result 
is that people become excited, and in 
their excitement they go to California. 
By pursuing a like method in this j 
country—and you need only tell the 
truth about it—X see no trouble in bring­ 
ing capital and people here. All that 
is necessary is a proper system of ad­ 
vertising. 
And people will come 
here—not to encounter disappoint­ 
ment, for you have what California 
has not—a basis for very great pros­ 
perity. 
“I do not see anything in the world 
to prevent a collapse in California. 
The people who have invested in real 
estate there are afraid of it and ac 
knowledge that the boom is over. 1 
conversed with people from all over 
the country. 
I would say, ‘What 
brought you here?’ and the answer 
almost invariably was: 4 Well, I have 
read such accounts abont this country 
reciting what great things have been 
done, that I thought I would come 
«rat and Bee for myself.’ They all say 
that the blowing done for the country 
wafted them thither. 
“ I shall leave to-night; but I expect 
to come to Dallas in about a nmnth 
from now with the view of making in 
vestments. I like this city better 
than any I have seen. Its business 
and the improvements I observed 
going up, particularly the factories, 
convince me that it has a great fu­ 
ture.” 
The writer of this encouraging view 
of California, it will b8 observed, has 
an uncle in Dallas. He is himself evi 
dently interested in that place. 
Therefore all he says would be taken 
with some cantion by any intelligent 
person even although he might not 
know anything of us and of our 
affaire. If his utterances are sincere 
then he is talking in utter ignorance 
of the facts in the premisea. As to 
the climate of our section, there ia no 
question as to its superiority as com­ 
pared with that of auy spot in the 
American Union. It is superior for 
eomfort, for health and for the pro­ 
ductions of the s XI which it renders 
possible. Here is a spot where roses 
and heliotropes bloom all days in 
the year; a spot where straw 
harries ripen in January, where 
fee orange comes to its foil per fee - 
Moa, and where the tender lime, 
originally brought here from Panama, 


the heart of tho tropics, flourishes. 
With a few exceptional days our 
people could go about the street* 
all winter 
long in tbeir shirt 
sleeves, during the daytime, and 
would rarely feel the need of 
an overcoat at night. Will these 
statements stand true of Dalias? If 
they will then Mr. Cabell is not far 
wrong in instituting the comparison 
he has instituted. If they will not. 
then the comparison falls to the 
ground, and Mr. Cabell is playing the 
role of a fool w ho speaks of what lie 
does not understand, or that of the 
falsifier, who makes misstatements in 
order to mislead. 
As to the value of our land, there is 
no land sold here for $1,500 which is 
fair to compare with any land sold 
anywhere for $10, the price the Newt 
puts on Dallas property. Land sold 
anywhere at $10 is for agricultural pur­ 
poses pure and simple, that sold here 
for $1,500—we speak of unimproved 
property—is prospectively fit for 
business or residence pui poses. Now, 
as to any land in Texas being as 
good for agricultural purposes as the 
poorest of our tillable soil, this is a 
statement which will not bear the test. 
We have thonsands of acres of fine 
land which is held at $50 to $250 per 
acre to which for profit no land in 
Texas can be compared. For all we 
grow here we have a ready market at 
our doors, and always will have. 
Home markets always insuro fair 
prices. It is too well understood here 
that our lands produce from two to 
six crops a year, to need discussion. 
Tomatoes, peas, cabbages, potatoes, 
and innumerable other crops, mature 
here all the year round. Crops of hay 
are cut six times a year. All our 
farmers know well that alfalfa mead­ 
ows will yield per acre $1C0 worth of 
hay. If there is any $10 land in the 
Long-Horn State with such a record, 
then Mr. Cabell is an intelligent 
and truthful person, 
and 
bis 
statements are 
worthy of all 
credence; but if there is not 
one acre in Texas which will yield one- 
tenth of that revenue i»er annum when 
seeded to hay, then Mr. Cabell can 
not be at the same time intelligen 
and truthful. Either his wits or bis 
ve racity have gone to disastrous de­ 
cay. When we 
come 
to grape crops 
that pay $:00 
per 
acre, to raisin 
patches that yield $250 per acre, or to 
oranges whose revenues will run to 
$500 per acre, then where is the $10 
land of the Lone Star State, then what 
becomes of Mr. Cabell’s intelligence, 
and where is his reputation for truth 
and veracity ? In view of such 
facts—whose correctness we all know, 
whether Mr. Cabell dees or not—his 
$10 land sicks out of sight, bis wits 
are wool-galliering, and his state­ 
ments are false as Ciessid. 
As to things being overdone—how 
can that he when we have ranches of 
30,000, 50,000 and 75,000 acres each, 
and good land, all lying under winter 
less skies, where snow is absolutely 
unknown, and yet on many of these 
great tracts there are not fifty souls? 
How can things be overdone when we 
import all our manufactures? How’ 
can they be 
overdone 
when 
we 
import butter, eggs, cheese 
and 
potatoes, 
because 
our 
increase in population has been so 
phenomenal that we cannot keep 
pace with it? How can things be 
overdone when every house in the 
country is rented before it is finished, 
when rents, material, labor and 
money are all much dearer than in 
any other section of tho Union? Such 
facta carry their own comments, they 
aror all indices of prosperity and of 
growth. The Newt and its cabals 
are out of place in their discussions.

Dr. Fay addressed a large audience 
yesterday morning at Armory Hall, 
discoursing from First Thess. 5:16. 
In substance his sermon was as 
follows: 
Only by thorough investigation can 
one understand the philosophy of the 
diverse results which different states 
of mind inevitably produce. One’s 
tone an 1 temper, the quickness and 
correctness of his apprehension, cour­ 
age, cheeiiulness or his stupidity, 
indiflereuce.despondeucy and general 
obtu8ene63, predetermine the charac­ 
ter of his relations to the world, pre­ 
determine the character of the world 
to him. 
For all practical purposes to us, 
things are what they seem and a 
man’s life is rich or poor, beautiful or 
grotesque, a psalm or a dirge, acco d­ 
ing to the character of him who lives 
it. Nor is it all imaginary. On the 
contrary, it is most real. Some years 
ago I was advised to wear blue-glass 
spectacles and the effect they pro­ 
duced on me was indeed wonderful. 
Once or twice I was led to prepare for 
a storm on account of the threatening 
clouds that gathered around, but it 
turned out that instead of storms, 
til vet-lined clouds were being wafted 
over my head by the sweet breezes. 
Ah, how much of the disfigurment, 
how many of the sombre hueB of life 
would be fouud on close examination 
to be but the blotches and shades pro­ 
jected upon it through our spectacles. 
The totally conflicting estimates of 
the world and life which are made by 
different peisons, are the result of 
the diverse iudividualites through 
which they are viewed. An apprecia­

Regarding the confession made by 
Merrill Ezra Palmer at the County 
Hospital, prev.ous to his death there 
on Thursday last, the following addi­ 
tional particulars have been brought 
to light: 
Dr. Dozier, tho newly-appointed 
County Physician, found on examina­ 
tion of Palmer that his course of life 
liad nearly run out and notified the 
sufferer to that effect. A day or two 
afterwards Palmer sent for tho physi­ 
cian and said: “Doctor, I have lived 
a very wild life and would like to 
make a confession of my mi: deeds be­ 
fore I die, for in addition to easing 
my own conscience my statements are 
necessary for the benefit of other par­ 
ties implic dec!. If you wilt furnish 
me w ith some one to tako down what 
I say, I will give my full history and 
wish to swear to the same before a 
notary public.” 
I)r. Dozier readily assented to the 
request and directed a scribe to attend 
the dying man’s < ed.-ide aud carefully 
no‘e down all that lie dictated. 
Palmer was so weak that he could 
dictate but a little at a time and after 
three duys, ere he had reached the 
most interesting part of his history, 
died. Dr. Dozier said yesterday that 
the man wasjj-erfectly sane and quite 
in earnest regarding all the statements 
that he made, and the fact of his 
sauity being established one would 
scarcely be inclined to disbelieve his 
story, as his deathbed would be 
scarcely the place on which a man 
would concoct a tissue of falsehoods. 
The following is 
THE CONFESSION IN FULL 
Copied from the origial manuscript in 
Dr. Dozier’s possession. 
Statement of Merrill Ezra Palmer: 
‘ I was born near Rock I-land, ill., on 
the 10th day of May, ls'iO. When I 
was about two years of a^e my father 
moved to Macoverty, Iowa. Ho was 
a sawyer and ran a mill for Dan 
Royer; he also repaired a dam for 
him. In 1858 he moved to Kansas. 
At that timo I was oight years old 
Shortly after coming there, there was 
bushwhacking between Missouri and 
Kansas. I had a pretty good saddle- 
horse and used to join in with the 
boys and wo would raid around the 
country and rob and steal horses and 
cattle. 
My father was a strong 
Unionist, but protected all honest 
Rebels. I made no difference with 
either if they did not do as I wanted 
them to do. I did not do much of 
this until I was about 13 years old. 
A lot of us boys from 12 to 20 years 
old had a league between us aud we 
worked together. There we:e a few 
old heads that worked v. ith us and 
led the gang. They got the money 
and the boys got nothing, and 
we got even by killing them 
all. 
I 
did 
not 
have 
to 
work unless I wanted to, and was one 
of the leaders in carrying the news 
around. 
Of course that al ways gave 
me time to be round to all the’ public 
meetings, and I always knew wliat 
was going on. 
I was down in Mis­ 
souri a good many times and being a 
boy the people did not suspect me. 
so wo could go down there on a raid 
and drive off stock aud if they would 
fight wo would fight back. 
Nearly 
everybody knew of these raids aud 
of tho trouble we made. 
I was one 
of the boys at that time. I was there 
during the troublesome times of the 
war and helped to raise' trouble on 
both sides. In 1871 I left homo and 
went to Texas, it being a harum- 
scarum country ou tho front er. I 
worked I hero among the other boys 
by the month for a few months, and 
after that I worked for Jim Curtiss 
two or three months. 
This was in 
Wichita. Then the boys commenced 
s oaling Indian horses’ from Wichita 
river. 1 raw the e was a good deal of 
mouey in that kiod of business, so 1 
commenced and worked with them. 
I would go up with four or five of 
them to steal horses and when we 
returned 1 would buy them out, 
and then I would drive them further 
down into Texas where I would get a 
good price for them, say $60 per head 
after only paying $25 and 30. In this 
way I managed toiaise $7000. 1 then 
wont to Fort Griffin. After being there 
about six weeks I got in with some 
parties, who seemed to bo doing a 
pretty fair business, they having more 
than 3000 head of cattle. When 1 
came to look into the matter in the 
fall I found they were away behind, 
bo I proposed to move the cattle around 
the range on the north side and lay 
there a few months, and then move 
them across Red river as the Sheriff 
had no power to touch them on that 
side of the river. But my partners 
were too hasty. They went to work 
and stole two bunches of mine, about 
1,500 or 2,000 head. Rome of the boys 
we bad working for us, gave us away. 
The citizens got up a mob instead of 
officers and ran on to us one day in 
November and killed four of our party 
on a little creek called Wild Horse. 
We being innocent, and supposing 
they were officers, they rode up and 
shot down four of us. Then they came 
back to camp. I was out with the 
herd and saw them coming. I 
know what 
was 
the 
matter 
as soon aR I saw them and I turned to 
go to camp, but my horse was not fa*t 
enough and they caught me and tied 
me to my horse. They wanted me to 
i-how them the way to the camp, but 
I refused. Some of them knew tho 
way anyhow so I did not need to tell 
them. They rode in and arrested the 
whole camp. My partner having gone 
to Fort Griffin, 1 played innocent and 
said that I was working only for 
wages. They kept four under arrest 
J let me go free. I asked them for 
the privilege of rounding up tho cattle 
in order that us boys who were work­ 
ing for wages might get our pay. I 
raddled the best horse in the camp 
they did not happen to know him,and 
as soon as they mounted their horses 
to go I got on my horse and rode off. 
I rode about eighteen miles in front of 
about ten of their number * *

HOMEOPATHISTS RECEPTION 
Tm Prcff. ■ ndlnm of the H ahae- ¡ 
in aun ffledlcal College. 
, 
On Wednesday morning, the Ilth, ’ 
■•me of the papers contained short 1 
notices of a banquet given in honor of 
Prof. Ludlam, of Hahnemann Medi. , 
cal College of Chicago, the previous 
evening, by the fraternity here. The 
fact is, that this was an affair of such 
importance as to warrant a more ex­ 
tended notice. When it was known 
that the Professor had crossed the 
continent for the purpose of making a 
surgical operation, requiring more 
than ordinary skill, arrangements 
were at once made to give him Buch 
recognition as one holding so high a 
place in the profession deserved. It 
was decided to furnish a banquet as 
good as the city could afford, to which 
were invited the practicing Honioe- 
pathic physicians of the couuty, to­ 
gether with their ladies. 
Prof. Lndlam arrived here on the 
9th as the guest of Dr. Fellows. On 
the evening of the 10th twenty phys- 
ians, being about two-thirds of the 
number here, with their ladies, as­ 
sembled at the Westminster. When 
Prof. Ludlam came into the room he 
was introduced to the assembly in 
fitting remarks by Dr. Fellows, who 
•poke of his services as a lecturer for 
seventeen years, and reminded those 
present that his name graced every 
diploma issued by that institution 
since its organization, closing his 
speech by many delicate and yet well 
deserved compliments. 
The professor, although accustomed 
to an ovation wherever his old pupils 
form a group, was somewhat em­ 
barrassed at the complimentary allu­ 
sions, but replied in such a happy 
combination of words as only hecjuld 
■taster. The company then entered 
the dining room, and, after an invoca­ 
tion by Rev. Mr. Weller, Bat down toa 
feast which the Westminster people 
know how to prepare. After enjoying 
the choice viands, and engaging in 
social converse for nearly two hours, 
the toast-master announced the pro­ 
gramme of the evening. 
“ Homoeopathy of the Past,” was 
assigned to Doctor Shorb by virtue of 
his being the oldest practitioner of 
medicine, according to the tenets of 
Hahnemann, in Los Angeles. His 
speech took the form of remini­ 
scences of Xhe days of “ Auld Lang 
8yne,” when the American popula­ 
tion was in the minority, and when 
the man of style fo'ind no admirers 
and few friends. The doctor stated 
that though entitled to precedence, 
Dr. J. C. Kirkpatrick was a very close 
successor. When he closed, all felt 
that they had learned a lesson in an­ 
cient history. 
Dr. Lummis followed in a speech 
on the complimentary toast, “ Homa*- 
opathy of the Present,’’ in which Bhe 
depicted the progress of the new 
school in obtaining a foothr Id equa! 
to the growth in intelligence and pros­ 
perity of the young city, until now she 
felt as if honueopathists were a power 
not to be despised—an appreciated 
factor of modern civilization. 
“The Ladies,” according to Dr De 
Cailhol, the next speaker, was a 
theme to call out the enthusiasm of 
every man of gallantry. Her virtues 
ss a wife and mother were well under­ 
stood. but as a physician woman was 
also a success, which he was forced to 
acknowledge. 
The main speech of the evening 
was by Professor Ludlam in reply to 
the toast, “The Old Fellows.” He 
spoke feelingly of old times and old 
friends, and among the large number 
of physicians before him, he was 
pleased to see several of his old pu­ 
pils, who were there to do him honor 
two thousand miles away from the 
place where they last met. He was 
gratified to know that he was no 
fctranger to the homeopathic physi­ 
cians everywhere. He felt, he said, 
like a tramp, be cause California was 
the fourteenth State to which he had 
been called to operate in his special 
branch of surgery. Now, that he had 
seen Southern California with his 
own eyes, he could bo a witness that 
half of its virtues had never been 
told; 
it 
was 
the 
land 
of 
beauty and health, and without 
being a prophet, he was fully convin­ 
ced that the section and the city 
would attract thousands as perman­ 
ent residents, and had a greater fu­ 
ture than the most enthusiastic could 
now foresee. It was gratifying to 
know that Jx>3 Angeles had such a 
large number of physicians of the new 
school. He urged upon those present 
to meet frequently for the purpose of 
mutual study and investigation, which 
would also break down prejudice and 
conduce to general harmony, thereby 
forwarding the science and placing it 
upon higher ground.
